[OST legislators I ani acquainted with are 
honest. Most people I have met are honest 
and legislators are just folks like other 
folks. During tile past ten years I have known 
several hundred legislators, some of them in­ 
timately, all of them fairly well, and I am con­ 
vinced of the absolute honesty of nearly all of 
them. Fewer than a dozen of them have acted 
In a way to arouse my suspicion of them. 
Most legislators want to do the right tiling 
by their constituents and by die state. Many of 
them are not certain what ought to be done, but 
they are willing to listen to honest counsel, and 
they make ann honest effort to learn what Is 
right In order to do what is right. It is not their 
fault when they fall to please their people or 
when they do the wrong thing. 
But It is by no means easy for a legislator, 
taken away from his vocation for a seventy five 
day period to solve the hundreds of riddles pre­ 
sented to him and to make a wise decision iii 
a moment of time. Many of these questions con­ 
cern matters he never heard of before and re­ 
quire his decision in a moment of time. Under 
such circumstances it would be marvelous if he 
made a correct decision in all cases. There are 
so many things to puzzle a legislator and so few 
things to help him. 
Reciprocity is the secret of much legislation. 
You tickle me and 1*11 tickle you is the motto • 
of horse traders who sometimes break into the 
statehouse. Hence a number of colons vote for 
every pet measure presented, in order that every 
other man with a pet measure will vote for his 
pet measure. This is of times true with the ele­ 
ment known as the state institution crowd. It 
was much truer a few years ago than It is now. 
So long as there was a demand for the closing 
of several state schools and an effort made to 
close them, representatives from counties pos­ 
sessing state schools stood together aud voted as 
a unit. They supported all bills favorable to the 
different institutions. 
They became known in 
the legislature as the plunderbund and were for 
a long time invincible. But along About tile time 
the fifth legislature assembled the representa­ 
tives of the people began to look upon the state 
• schools as the property of the entire state and 
not the possession of the counties iii which they 
happened to be located. Nowadays the legisla­ 
ture as a body looks after the state schools as a 
matter of course and log rolling among the 
members from the school counties lias almost 
disappeared. It is no rare tiling nowadays to 
see a representative from a school county mak- 
inb a hard fight against a bill in the interest 
of one or more of our sdtools. 
.We have too mkny state officers and too 
many state boards and too many state com-, 
missions. There is no question about that. The 
legislature is'responsible for this really regret­ 
table condition but not altogether responsible. 
The people of the state help create state offices. 
Whenever a bill is introduced providing for an 
additional state office, one or 
more 
citizens 
from every county in the slate at once file their 
application for appointment to that office. They 
also take the first train to the state capitol. 


They look up their representative and camp on 
his trail from that time forth till tile bill is 
finally disposed of. They present their claims 
to the appointive power and are told that no 
promise of appointment will be made until the 
bill shall have been passed. They, go back to 
their representative and urge him to get the bill 
through in a hurry—in tile meantime getting 
the legislator to cash a few checks. It is not 
an easy matter for a legislator to vote against 
the creation of an ^additional office when a 
prominent constitutuent is sitting at his elbow 
commenting on the ease vvjth which the con­ 
stituent aforesaid can pull down the appoint­ 
ment after the office is iii being. 
New institutions are brought iifto the world 
in very much the same way. This is their usual 
genesis. A department for reasons known to 
itself and God only decides to have an insti­ 
tution created. That department' gets some friend 
in the legislature to introduce a Mil creating 
the desired institution. That is all that the de­ 
partment and the author of the bill have to do. 
The people do the rest. Ambitious towns and 
zealous chambers of commerce decide to get that 
institution. Delegations are promptly sent to the 
capitol to pick the plum. Those delegations tell 
their representative that it is up to him—-that 
their town has a conditional promise of the in­ 
stitution or an excellent fighting chance for it. 
He knows if he gets the institution for his 
county, his people will meet his train with a 
brass band wheal he returns home. 
He also 
knows that if he fights the bill or votes against 
it, his people will meet the same train with a 
hearse and a wet rope. 
Usually he votes for 
the bill. What would you do? 
A goodly crop of new offices spring up at 
the inauguration of every new administration. 
Thousands of state jobs are expected l y the sup­ 
porters of successful candidates. Hundreds as 
a rule have teen promised. To take (Are of the 
faithful new offices are suggested. Again the 
ambitious office seekers help to do the work. 
Hundreds apply for the offices and devil the 
very soul out of the legislator.' It is useless for 
him to tell his constituent that the job has been 
promised to dozens of others and that he is but 
one of dozens of dupes. Frequently the* disap­ 
pointed office seeker is told by the powers that 
he could have had the appointment, that he was 
really wanted in the newly created position, but 
that his representative has been opposing ad­ 
ministration measures and that no constituent 
of this representative will be favored. 
From 
that time forth and forever the office seeker 
goes gunning for his representative. Ifs the life. 
It really ought to be a felony for a legislator / 
to endorse a candidate for a state appointment / 
Wi 
or to write a letter requesting his appointment. 
Such a law would deny .the legislator an Ameri­ 
can privilege but it would remove a potent cause 
of influenced legislation from our state life. It 
also ought to be provided that any bill creating 
a state institution shall select the site of that 
institution. 
Legislators could then decide thri 
matter on its merits and not be Influenced by 
local interests.
